DETAILED ACTION 

0. This is in response to the Applicant's amendment of 24 August 2004. Examiner attempts to 
contact Applicant for requested interview of 25 August 2004 were unsuccessful. 

1. Claims 1-25 are pending in the application. 

2. Claims 2-5, 11-16 and 19 have been allowed. 

3. Claims 1, 6-10, 17, 18 and 20-25 have been rejected. 

4. The obvious type Double Patenting rejection of record is maintained pending Applicant's 
submission of the required terminal disclaimer 

5. The prior art rejections for claims 1 and 6-9 under USC 103 are maintained. 

6. The indicated allowability of claims 2-5, 1 1-16 and 19 of record are maintained. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 24 August 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

On page 5, the applicant argues that Vu does not disclose two communications sessions 
between the client and the gateway. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. The first communication is between the client and 
the gateway computer. If the client has the device address of the gateway station, another 
communication session is initiated between the client and the remote host. All this is disclosed 
in the previously cited section. 

On page 7, the applicant argues that Raivisto does not teach a client and a server 
negotiate a session master secret and delivering the session master secret to the proxy using the 
first secure session to enable the proxy to participate. 
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The examiner respectfully disagrees. Raivisto teaches a client and a server negotiating a 
session secret key that allows secure sessions with the mediator participating. 

On page 8, the applicant argues that Raivisto does not disclose two communication 
sessions between a single terminal and the mediator. 

The examiner asserts that Raivisto was not used to teach two communication sessions 
between a single terminal and the mediator. Vu discloses this limitation, as discussed above. 

On page 8, the applicant argues that there is no motivation as to why one would, have 
performed the modifications. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. In response to applicant's argument that there is no 
suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be 
established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed 
invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 
21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the management of keys and other parameters 
needed for connection security is simple and secure. When applying this method, only a few 
security parameters need to be stored at mobile terminals. Another advantage of the method 
according to the invention is that mobile terminals using incompatible security algorithms and/or 
security layer protocols can communicate with each other with the connection security provided.
